Farm ers’ 
Union 
Confronted 
With 


Important Questions at Memphis 


Meeting. 


Memphis, Tenn., .Tan. 7.---Tim an­ 
nual convention of the F arm ers’ edu­ 
cational and Co-operative union met 
here today for a session of three 
days. 
About 300 delegates, 
repre 
senting 
every 
southern state and 
those of M issouri, Kansas and W ash­ 
ington, 
were 
in 
attendance. The 
growth of the union since its organi­ 
zation five years ago has attracted 
much attention in all parts of the 
country, and the conventio i now in 
session will discuss m atters of vital 
interest to farmers in all sections. 
The meetings will bo behind closed 
doors. 
One of the most im portant subject* 
to ho discussed is the advisability of 
an organized effort to 
reduce the 
acreage of cotton. The question of 
holding cotton for higher prices will 
also he discussed. 
Before calling the convention to or­ 
der President B arrett said: 
‘‘We are here for business and one 
of the most im portant things we hope 
to accomplish is to get 15 cents for 
cotton, and we are going to get it if 
we have to hold it from the m arket 
for years. 
I will not say how much 
cotton we are holding back at the 
present tim e.” 
Many of the largest planters in the 
South and Southwest are in attend­ 
ance. 
Besides planning for the reduction 
of the cotton acreage, the convention 
is considering steps to make practica­ 
ble holding of cotton by those who 
are not in shape financially to wait 
months for their money. 
Numerous suggestions have been 
made along this line. 
One which has 
been discussed at some length has 
warehouse Certificates for stored cot­ 
ton as the basis of a bond issue. 
These bonds would be sold to those 
members of the union who had the 
ready money to spare. 
A fair rate 
of interest would be fixed, the bonds 
to m ature in twelve months. 
While the members of the union 
would be first to taite these bonds,

Besides planning for the reduction^ 
of the cotton acreage, the convention ' 
is considering steps to make practica­ 
ble holding of cotton by those who 
are not in shape financially to wait 
months for their money. 


Numerous suggestions have been! 
made along this line. One which has 
been discussed at some length has 
warehouse Certificates for stored cot- 
ton as the basis of a bond issue.! 
These bonds would be sold to those 
members of the union who had the 
ready money to spare. 
A fair rate 
of interest would be fixed, the bonds 
to mature in twelve months.
